C ontributes 
a 
V a lu a b le Specim en. 
A very interesting meeting was held 
"by the Microscopical Society at its rooms 
on Batter street last night, Vice-rresi- 
dent William Paysant presiding. 
There was no Bpecial order for the 
evening, and, after the transaction of the 
routine business, Dr. O’Toole exhibited 
a preparation from a cancerous tonsil, 
the specimen having been obtained in an 
operation a short time before the deatli 
of the subject; also a demona of the 
vault of the pharynx; also a section 
through the cr9ophagus, and lastly the 
ovaries of a young subject. The different 
•objects were carefully examined by the 
members, and a vote of thanks was ex­ 
tended to Dr. O’Toole for his valuable 
contributions. 
The most attractive and instructive 
feature of the meeting was the presenta­ 
tion by Professor Hanks of a piece of 
diatomaceous earth, found recently on 
the beach at Banta Monica by 8. O. 
Brown. 
Professor Hanks suggested to 
him the advisability of searching for 
•pecimens with the view of discovering 
•ometbiDg similar to or a duplicate of 
the “old Santa Monica,” which has be­ 
come so famous in tbo scientific world. 
NATURE OF A DIATOM. 
Diatomaceous earth is a pet subject 
and the hobby of the veteran miero- 
•copist. 
A diatom is a single-celled 
plant, bearing a singular relation to the 
animal and even to the mineral king­ 
dom, being considered by some as be­ 
longing partly to the latter, and regarded 
as a vegetable crystal, differing only 
from minerals in having the power of 
locomotion, and of multiplying through 
separation. The study of diatomaceu* is 
most interesting. 
Their extreme and 
varied beauty is a source of constant 
pi Msnre to the microscopist. 
The beauty of diatoms consists in their 
color, their general form or sculpture. 
These delicate markings are seen under 
the microscope to be processes, knot», 
boeses, concavities, ribs, groovings and 
lines, so minute that the highest power 
obtainable by the most skillful optician 
is required to see them. There are more 
than 4,000 distinct species of diatoms 
which have been classified. 
Of all diatomaceons earths, the one 
which is the most famous, and contains 
so many forms of beauty, is the “ Santa 
Monica,” which was found by Thomas 
B. Woodward, of the United States Coast 
Survey in 1876. 
It was found by itself, and there was 
no other sign of a deposit of the earth in 
the vicinity. The deposit from which it 
came is cot knowD. Slides of this mate­ 
rial grace the cabinets of microscopists 
in all parts of the world, and it is prized 
above gold. Search has been made in 
different parts of the globe by scientists, 
but no rival or equal of the “ Santa Mon- 
ic .” has been found. 
THE SPECIMEN INSPECTED. 
The specimen presented by Professor 
Hanks was submitted to microscopic in­ 
spection, and the verdict seemed to be 
that it was of great scientific value. The 
scrapings of the earth examined were 
unwashed, and the powers used were not 
sufficient to determine whether the spec­ 
imen was a “Santa Monica” or not. 
A number of the members discussed a 
great number of resemblances, but were 
unwilling to pronounce judgment on so 
important a subject to the scientific 
world without giving the specimen a de­ 
tailed and scientific study. 
It was decided to cut the specimens 
into vertical sections and submit them to 
a most thorough microscopic inspection. 
If they in any way approach the “ old 
8anta Monica,” parts of the specimen 
will be sent to leading microscopical 
societies of the East and Europe.—

The specimen of earth here referred to 
really came from Redondo Beach, where 
a very extensive deposit of it has been 
fouad by Mr. S. 0. Brown.

T h ird S treet. 
The Board of Public Works met yester­ 
day morning at the Council chamber. 
The following recommendations were 
made to be presented to the Council on 
Monday: 
That the petition of I. W. Heilman 
and others, protesting againet the pav­ 
ing of Fourth street, for the reason that 
a street railway franchise had been 
granted over the street, be referred to 
the City Attorney. 
That the complaint of property owners 
on Pearl and Third streets, that there 
was need of drains and crossings, be re­ 
ferred to the City Surveyor for investi­ 
gation. 
That further investigation be given to 
the matter of the petition for streets in 
the Berkeley tract. 
That contracts be awarded for the 
grading of Collado street to F. W. Bar­ 
ron, and South Daly street to S. W. 
Bachman. 
That the plans of City Surveyor Dock- 
weiier for the proposed" tunnel through 
Third strcet^be adopted and the matter 
be presented to the Council for its imme­ 
diate consideration. 
These planB contemplate a tunnel 1,080 
feet in length, to cost about $150,000, if 
constructed of brick and stone ; if con­ 
structed of timber, the cost would be 
about $100,000. In the latter case, the 
tunnel could not be considered as a per­ 
manent fixture, and would involve a con 
siderable outlay for annual repairs. The 
roadway would be 26 feet ¡n width and 
the sidewalks on either side S feet each. 
The height at the center of the tunnel 
would be 27 feet; the walls running up 
perpendicularly 6 feet before the spring 
of the arch. It is proposed to have the 
tunnel begin about midway between Hill 
street and Olive and go through to a 
point just beyond Hope, thus running 
under Olive, Grand avenue, Bunker Hill 
avenue and Hope streets. The work 
will take from six months to a year. An 
open cut through the same distance 
would cost about $250 000 and would ruin 
a great deal of property. 
After a good deal of talk on the various 
features of the proposed improvement 
the Board adjonrned.

Fajado, 31 years of age and a native of 
Peru. Johnny Abbot was one of the 
first to get to the spot after the shooting, 
and in his testimony he told how he had 
asked the woman who shot her and had 
got the answer that she did not know the 
man. He had his front teeth broken 
and he came from San Diego. He was 
a Chinaman. 
Ah Sam also asked her the same ques­ 
tion and she told him the man’s name 
was Gee Ah Hing, and that he wore a 
while hat which was all greasy. 
The jury found a verdict that the 
woman had come to her death by a gun­ 
shot wound inflicted by a gun in the 
hands of a person unknown. 
The police were industriously at work 
on the case yesterday, but found it a 
difficult taek to secure any satisfactory 
clews. The woman was a member of 
the Chinese demimonde, and there 
were several Chinamen who claimed the 
honor of being her husband. One of 
these, who was out on bail awaiting trial 
for having committed battery on her, was 
arresteu yesterday on suspicion. The 
case was to have come up yesterday be­ 
fore one of the inferior courts. The 
man’s name is Ah Houy. He was cap­ 
tured on Upper Main street by Detective 
Russell. He declares be knows nothing 
of the affair, but it is asserted by some 
of his own race that he had hired some 
man, who fits the description given bv 
the woman, to shoot her. Thus far 
there has been no very available evi­ 
dence secured against biro. No China­ 
man answering her description of the 
murderer can be found. 


a* it is exceedingly poisonous, but I 
think that anyone of ordinary intelli­ 
gence, using proper precautions, can 
handle it with perfect safety. 
I have lately experimented with it on 
orange trees, both when growing, when 
they have been sprayed with a solution 
of one ounce of corrosive sublimate to 
five gallons of water or thin paste; and 
when out of the ground for transplant­ 
ing. In the latter case I have dipped 
them in a solution of the above strength, 
root and branch, and in neither case 
have I found any harm to come to the 
tree. I believe that a solution of this 
strength will kill all insects to which it 
may be applied. The only difficulty íb 
that of reaching all of them. This, 1 
believe, can be done by the use of a 
spraying apparatus, which should be 
made specially for the purpose, as the 
corrosive sublimate acts very strongly on 
metals. This action may, in great meas­ 
ure, be obviated by well oiling all metal 
parts of the apparatus. 
For trees in orchard form I prefer to 
nso the corrosive sublimate in conjunc­ 
tion with thin paste. From a chemical 
standpoint this is wrong, as the gluten 
in the paste is incompatible with this salt 
of mercury. Practically, in the propor­ 
tions 1 have named, I do not find that 
the poisonous effects on insects is in any 
way lessened. The solution, dropping 
from the tree, saturates the soil under­ 
neath it, so killing any scale that may be 
there and poisoning the ground, so that 
I do not think any scale could pass 
through it by crawling without being 
killed thereby. This would cut off the 
pread of scale by the earth route from 
tree to tree, the one most frequently 
used by them in their travels, a very 
great advantage, as I take it. 
Many objections may be raised to this 
remedy, but I think that the advantages 
will be found to so far outweigh the dis­ 
advantages that it will come into general 
use not only for the several varieties of 
scale, but also for the phylloxera which 
affects the vine. 
I will gladly give farther information 
regarding this remedy to any one suffi­ 
ciently interested to address me on lh9 
subject.

| |T he latest jroposition in the proposed 
creation of the county of Orange is to 
leave the decision to a two-thirds vote of 
th e people who p ropose to erect them ­ 
selves into a new county.?lThe H e r a l d 
has always bee n willing to concede any 
possible rights of the inhabitants of the 
southern portion of the county, but we 
do not see w hat injustice there would be 
in subm itting the m atter to a majority 
vote of the whole people of the county, 
They all have rights in tho m atter, and 
th e will of the m ajority ought to rule, 
W e believe in protecting all our people 
in all their rights, and not in submitting 
so vital a m atter as the division of a 
great and growing county to a mere frac 
tion of its people. And the immense 
m ass of our people think the same way 


T h e Fiftieth Con gress, whose term of 
existence is now rapidly drawing to a 
close, will {be fam ous in the history of 
the Union for its liberal appropriations 
lor harbor ueieu»en uuu for the rehabili­ 
tation of the navy. M r. Cleveland’s ad­ 
m inistration, too,will hereafter be famous 
for the part it has taken in providing us 
« w ith an efficient naval service. The bills 
for these purposes yesterday in the Sen­ 
ate were am ended by largely increased 
appropriations. There is no doubt of the 
wisdom of this policy of giving coast 
cities means of pr otection in case of war, 
and of giving us a navy the superior of 
th a t of any nation on earth. If these 
funds are but judi ciously and honestly 
■pent, the country will applaud these 
generous outlays. 


F actories of various sorts will soon 
cease to be notable in Southern Califor­ 
nia. At South R iverside a great mill for 
crashing porphyry has just been set in 
m otion; and a factory for the manufac 
ture of vitrified sower pipe and terra 
cotta has also been opened at the same 
place. Both are promising industries. 
Cities are springing up here on all sides, 
and they must*all be sewered. 
A large 
dem and for pipe will rule for yoars to 
come. 
This is a section without forests 
and all our tim ber is brought here from 
distant regions. 
Terra cotta will, from 
this on, cut a large figure in the construc­ 
tion of our residences 
and business 
blocks. 
W e will give employment to 
several plants for the manufacture of 
pipe and terra cotta. 


T im e and again in the past three years 
the H e r a l d has given expression to the 
popular sentim ent th at the assessment 
a i this county was unreasonably high. 
W hatever reason, growing out of inflated 
prices incident to excited speculation, 
may have appeared to exist in the past 
to justify such a program me, it is no 
longer found in our present situation. 
T he paper towns of th a t era are dead, 
an d the towns with m erit behind them 
and a reason for their existence in their 
surroundings have taken root and are 
growing. 
The new assessm ent ought to 
be made to conform to the changed con­ 
dition of things. 
The Assessor has a 
Herculean task before him to do this. 
The ratings of last year will not do 
as a 
guide 
for this 
je ar. 
Some 
properly 
will 
be 
found reasonably 
enough assessed; in some cases an in­ 
crease may be justified, but they will be 
rare; and in a very large num ber of 
caeeH the schedule should be carefully 
scaled so as to conform to the facts of the 


caso and the equities between the tax­ 
payers of Los Angeles and those of simi­ 
lar counties in the State. The Board of 
Trade has taken this m atter up, and rec­ 
om m end some action looking to se­ 
curing justice to our property owners. 
The Board also takes up the delinquent 
tax list of this year, and asks that the 
laws be so changed as to perm it of the 
payment of taxes in semi-annual in­ 
stallments, and also for Deputy Collectors 
to be sent over the county to collect 
n ear th e homes of the people. 
This is 
another excellent suggestion. We have 
urged both these measures on the atten­ 
tion of our representatives at Sacra­ 
m ento, but thus far no action has been 
taken there by any one. 
The people’s 
in te rn e ts are at stake in these matters, 
those who represent us at the State 
Capital will be derilict in their duty if 
th ey neglect to give us some measure of 
relief. 


I n f l e w o o d —H o w 
P la c e s « r o w In 
S o u lb c r a c a l i f o r n i a . 
In our short notice of Inglewood in 
connection with a trip to Redondo Beach, 
we had barely space to allude to this 
most eclectic of Southern California 
towns. 
Situated about eleven miles 
from I.os Angeles, on the Santa Fe’s 
branch from Los Angeles, it is a rem ark- 
ibly strong evidence of what may be 
done in Los Angeles county, and in 
comparatively brief tim e. 
It is generally 
thought that the near neighborhood of 
the ocean makes it impossible to raise 
oranges and the other citrus fruits. 
As 
m atter of fact, the extensive orange 
grove at Inglewood is one of 
the 
thriftiest in California, although it is only 
a few miles from the ocean in a direct 
line. 
There is not the sign of a scale 
bug around the place, and the fruit is 
notable for its fine flavor, bright color 
and general excellence. 
W hen these 
orange trees were first planted out, every­ 
body supposed th at Inglewood was tit 
only for a sheep or cattle range, and a 
laugh of derision went up all over the 
Southern country at the Quixotic at­ 
tem pt. 
The people who m ight have 
bought lands on the Centinela for a few 
dollars, and failed to do so, now laugh on 
the other side of their faces. 
The town of Inglewood proper consists 
of a lovely orchard of four hundred and 
eighty acres, laid out in convenient ave­ 
nues, aligned by orange, lemon, lime, 
eucalyptus and pepper trees. The girth 
of some ef th e eucalyptus trees is some­ 
thing out of the common. To grow such 
trees in the F ast would take four-fold 
the tim e needed here. Inglewood proper 
is surrounded by a splendid avenue one 
hundred and forty feet wide, and is trav 
ersed by cem ented sidewalks. Additions 
have been made to the orchard portion 
of the town. 
A rtesian water has been 
pumped to every quarter of it, and ii 
conveyed in iron pices all round the 
tract. The only difference between the 
old and new portions of Inglewood is 
that, in the latter, the purchaser grows his 
own plantation according to his fancy, 
while in the former they Lave been 
already grown with excellent judgment 
and good taste. 
U p till tho other day Inglewood boast­ 
ed th e handsom est school bouse in Los 
Angeles county, erected at a cost of over 
18.000. 
It was burned down, but will be 
replaced at once. The hotel is quite a 
hendióm e edifice, and will be ready for 
occupancy in a few weeks. Tbe Ingle- 
wcod depot is a natty and attractive 
building, while the residences and busi­ 
ness places are m any of them of a very 
ambitious cast. Take tbe place for all 
in all, it is a model of a bright, progress­ 
ive and go-ahead American town, with 
the orange, lime, lemon, eucalyptus and 
pepper trees to give it a semi-tropical 
and poetical flavor. Amongst the resi­ 
dents of Inglewood are John C. Free- 
mont, who has an elegant home there, 
and ex-Governor Sheldon, of Louisiana, 
who has invested quite exteneively in 
lots, blocks and buildings. 
The water supply for Inglewood 
drawn from a scries of artesian wells, 
portion of their output being distributed 
by gravitation for purposes of irrigation 
while the rest is pumped up to a three- 
million gallon reservoir on the bill, 
is of most excellent quality and more 
than abundant in quantity for any pur­ 
poses of the colony. 
Near this reservoir 
the Freem an College of Applied Sciences 
will be erected. 
One of the interesting adjuncts 
ÍDglewood is a flower and plant nursery, 
which is presided over by a Mr. Hattel 
a most accomplished florist. 
H ere are 
being grown in a hothouse, in order to 
force them to a more rapid growth, the 
plants, ferns and ornam ental shrubs, 
that will ornam ent the Redondo Beach 
drives and grounds. 
This nursery is 
now owned by the company, although 
originally it was a project of Mrs. John 
C. Fremont and other ladies. 
On the 
collapse of th e great boom they were 
badly scared, and I he company took the 
plant off their bands, and congratulated 
themselves on haviDg done so, as they 
are actually making money by the trans­ 
action. 
Last m onth, in addition to grow­ 
ing all their own plants, they shipped 
five hundred dollars’ worth of roses, 
grown in the open air, to Philadelphia, 
and they expect to m ake $10,000 a year 
from the sale in the East of roses and 
other flowers grown in the open air, be­ 
sides furnishing am ple nursery stock for 
tbeir extensive estate. 
Perhaps the m ost interesting feature 
about Inglewood is the handsome house 
which is being erected for Mr. D. Free­ 
m an, and which will be ready for occu­ 
pancy early in the coming sum m er 
will be the largest and finest private res­ 
idence in Southern California, if not in 
the State. Certainly nothing outside of 
San Francisco approaches it in architec­ 
tural grandeur. I t will contain thirty- 
nine rooms, and its estim ated cost is 
$90,000. 
It is located on a slight em i­ 
nence, com manding a superb view of 
mountain, valley, and ocean, and the 
islands of the ocean, and it is a veritable 
palace. 
Of course, a more detailed men­ 
tion of this lordly residence would be out 
of place in an article like this. 
W hen the w riter came to Los Angeles, 
some fourteen years ago, Inglewood was 
a dream of the future, and scarcely any 
one excepting Mr. D. Freem an ever 
thought that such an exquisite and com­ 
manding region, settled 
by a most 
eclectic population, would ever be de 
veloped there. For years Mr. Dan Free­ 
man ran it as a sheep range, and lost 
money on it. N ext he ran it as a grain 
farm , and made money. 
All the while 
the superb orchards and plantations 
were being got under way. preparing for 
that scene of beauty and profit th at one 
encounters at Inglewood to-day. 
We 
say profit, because the orchard will yield 
$10,000 or $12,000 worth of citrus fruits. 
The magical story is merely the initial 
chapter of its unfoldment. 
There is no 
reasonable limit to the growth of this 
delightful spot, which is in truth but a 
suburb of Los Angeles, and her most 
charm ing one.

Mexicans Start in Search of 
it and Die. 


MURDERED 
FOB A MEBE MAP 


The T rail to the K.l Dorado Marked 
Out in the Blood of the 
F irst Discoverer. 


¡AfcKOGiftted Press Dispatches to th e H krald. 


The report of the m urder of eight 
Mexican miners by Americans who were 
said to have jumped their ancient gold 
claim , has had new light thrown upon it 
by the following dispatch : 


C h e y e n n e , \VyoM February 9 .— The 
discovery of the bodies of eight Mexican 
prospectors at the m outh of the aban­ 
doned San Salvador mine, in the north­ 
ern part of Wyoming, has brought 
light a romantic story, rivalling all the 
tales about the Eeakera for Capt. K idd’s 
buried treasures. 
Miguel Martinez, at 
the head of a party of his countrymen 
was here last fall for two days. 
He con 
tided to a M exican gambler here that 
that they were in search of an aban­ 
doned gold min9, which they believed 
to be rich in the metal, _ and wero go­ 
ing to develop it. 
Martinez carried a 
chart traced on parchm ent, which they 
said was 200 years old, and was made 
by an ancestor of his in the Seventeenth 
Ceatury. 
The chart had oeen lost for 
years but had recently turned up and at 
once a party was organized. The story 
that had run through the family for gen­ 
erations was that Martinez, the elder, was 
at the head of a band of Spanish gold 
hunters who were working a rich mine 
in th at part of the country. 
The miners 
quarreled and finally fought, and their 
division resulted in the abandonm ent of 
the m ine, though it was very rich. M ar­ 
tinez was wounded and died on the way 
home. W ith his blood he traced a chart 
which 
was to be a rich legacy to 
his children. 
A faithful friend delivered 
this document, which soon afterwards 
was lost, and only recently turned up. 
Martinez discovered two mines in the 
north lhat mineralogists have declared 
were worked by Spaniards hundreds of 
years ago.

Edgerton sayB he cannot recall 
any differences with the President dur 
ing his term of office except those grow­ 
ing out of what he describes as the fact 
th at “ the President is the first mugwump 
in the land, while I am a straight out 
Democrat.” 
He intends to write a letter 
to the President in a day or two, ac­ 
knowledging the receipt of his notice of 
removal and perhaps adding an expres­ 
sion of his opinion upon the President’s 
course in the matter.
